motor vehicle.

Senator Dondld L. Grunsky, R-Watsonville, who
carried the bill in the senate, said the bill actually
tightened up the “open bottle” law, but would permit
having an open bott.le in the living area of a camper

or housecar,

Senator Randolph Comr'r D-Yreka, said if he
had known the original law prohibited havmg alco-
holic' beverages in campers or housecars, he never

would have voted for it.

“Mnny of the hunters in my-area have pickup-

campers,” Collier said.
